Cheese for England. 

Prof. Robertson, Dominion dairy com 
anissioner, is inspecting finally the cheese 
which has been made at the dairy exper- 
imental! stations during the past summer. 
Part of these aro to be shipped to the 
British markets to be sold im different 
large centres of population, such as Lon- 
don, Glasgow, Macheasar and Liverpool. 
A special brand 
cheese,” has been used on these for the 
purpose of encouraging the general use 
of such brand among the best manufac- 
turersia Canada. In his last annual re- 
port the dairy commissioner made a rec- 
oamendation to factorymen in the Do- 
minion to begin the use of such a dis- 
tinguishing brand of cheese ; the purpose 
in view is to have permissive legislation 
whereby any factory receiving 8 make 
containing at least 31 2 per cent. of butter 
fat will be allowed to use the brand. 
Canadian fuli cream cheese with regist- 
ered number which will thus become a 
peculiar and particular designating mark 
fer product of that factory. Some cheeses 
are aleo being forwarded from Manitoba 
ta be used in like manner in the English 
market. The secondary object in making 
these shipments is to call attention to 
the excellent opportunities for successful 
nuzed dairy farming in the different parts 
of Canada, the primary object being to 
test the object of marketing cheese msn- 
efactured in different ways and from 
milk containing different percentages of 
butter fat.

Post Despatch from Vickburg says the 
handsome steamer, Olive Bierne, was 
burned to the water's edge early this 
morning near Milliken’s Landing, 12 
miles below Vicksburg. Twelve passen- 
gers are reported lost. 

The steamer Oliver Bierne was a new 
and handsome passenger boat, and was 
built at Jeffersonville, Ind., four years 
ago. She has been used in the excursion 
trafic on the Missouri river for the last 
two summers, and during the winter she 
has plied between local points at the low- 
er end of the Mississipi river. The boat 
was valued at $5,000 and was owned by 
the Vlanters’s and Merchants’ Packet 
Company of New Orleans. She was fully

insured. The Oliver Dierne left this 
city on Wednesday, (ct. 21, with a 
crew of 150 deck hands and carried _ tif-

It was considered a capital 
crime to kill any of them voluntarily, 
the offender being duly tried and im- 
mediately executed. 
hawk was accidentally killed, the un- 
fortunate cause of its death was very 
often put to death by the people with- 
out the formality of atrial. Should it 
so happen that a man found the carcass 
of either of these birds he would fall 
upon his knees at its side and loudly 
call out that he had found it dead. 

Cats were also looked upon as sacred, 
and at the death of atabby every male 
inmate of its owner’s house cut off his 
eyebrows. When a dog was buried 
each man shaved his head and body. 

They carried their hawks, cats and 
dogs in all war expeditions, and those 
that died were salted and prepared for 
burial at their homes with as much 
care as would be taken with a human 
being. 

In addition to these animals and 
birds were sacred bulls, crocodiles and 
beetles, the latter being especially re- 
vered on account of being considered a 
type of the sun. These curious people 
also entertained peculiar notions re- 
garding its mode of reproduction, in 
which they traced analogies to the 
movements of the other heavenly 
bodies One species was dedicated to 
the sun, another to the moon anda 
third to Thoth or Hermes. 

Many plants were also looked upon 
as sacred, the principal, as is well 
known, being the lotus. In this flower 
the Egyptians found an allusion to the 
rising of the sun from the ocean, from 
the fact that its blossoms are thrown 
above the surface of the water. 

Peach trees were sacred to the great 
Harpocrates, the god of silence—a 
deity supposed to be the same as Horus, 
the son of Isis. Leeks and onions, the 
acacia and the heliotrope were wor- 
shiped and consecrated to the sun, 
and the laurel was considered the 
noblest of all plants.—Detroit Free 
rho.
